T. Byrne, who promptly denounced 
eilMlng laws as containing "rat- 
hole*," and thus permitting "rogue 
contractors" to Interfere with honest 
employment and wages. The senator 
cited ca*e* of *lngle men working as 
many as 17 hours a day for certain 
contractor* that were, operating In 
New; York but were from the home 
oftce of some other state. He struck 
a blow at shifting of labor from one 
state to another, and declared that, 
"we'd like to see our own men here 
in Albany get a Job." Byrne further 
sdpulated that a skilled laborer 
should be paid the same rate of 
wage either in a city or when he was 
employed outside In the country. "If 
we can eliminate selfishness," he con- 
cluded, "we would get out of the 
depression quicker." 


Over an hour was spent in the 


senate chamber thrashing out the 
points of the Joseph Mortgage Com- 
mission bill. As some 275,000 cer- 
tificate stockholders will b* .affected 
6y the success or failure of this com- 
mission, the attack centered about 
the three members who are to be ap- 
pointed by the governor.

Today, however, with the mod- 
ern methods which doctors advocate 
It need not be quite 10 difficult at it 
was a generation ago. 


Many mothers, however, either

It li so easy to feed 
a child by the natural method that' 
they may even keep It up lobger 
than Is either wist or ntc««sary, and 
ntver teach the baby until the last 
moment tbat there la any other way 
of absorbing-nourishment. 


By tbe time a child Is four weeks
